Our people, as has been amply
demonstrated since the dispen-
sary was voted out, will certain-
ly have their liquor to drink: it
is perhaps the greater part of
their religion to exercise this
precious prerogative. [t cannot
bo kept out of the state by legis-
lation on the part of our Assem-
bly ; and, so long as il is import-
ed, all the money paid for liquor
anil its transportation (or nearly
all) is sent out of the state never
to come back except in the shape
of liquor to be quickly consumed :
but, if this money were spent at
home, a goodly portion would re
main there.

Under our constitution as little
as a drink of liquor may be sold,
if legislature so enact : so we can
have dispensary bar rooms, if
80 desired, operated under the
same provisions and restrictions
as have prevailed for years,—
Why not have them and collect
a heavy license and exact heavy
boud for compliance with law
etc.? Then let the seller buy
where he pleases: but send an
inspector around, who shall, o
finding liquor impure beyond
certain limits, pour out the stuff
or deslroy it in some way. These
sellers will watch blind tigers

ore effoctually than state con.
stables; thoy may buy blockade
liquor, but will not allow others
to do so,

ful than the vile stuffl often im-
ported—even might be conducive
